G VERNMENT VIEWS IN 1608, 

‘A p per just laid before the Singapore Leyis- 
I.tive Council contains a despatch on the Straits 
Settlements Currency question by the late Sir 
Charles Mitchell, then Governor. It bears 
date the {th March, 1848. At that time ‘the . 
Singapore Chamber of Commerce favoured a’ 
gold standard scheme that had been drawn up 
by a sub-committee cf that body. The Governsr 
subjected the report of committee to sharp and 
adverse criticism, and pointed ont tha‘, amoung 
the mercantile community of the day, there was ~ 
cousiderubls divergence of opinion as to the 
remedy for the exchange difficulty. The sub 
committee's scheme was purely tenfative, and 
the report was silent as the cost of t'o experi- 
ment of changing from a silver toa gold basis, 
The report counselled the issue cf one dollar 
notes to tide over the time between the propcs- 


-ed demonetisation of the existing dollars and 


the issue of rew token dollars, Tne Governor 
remarked that the cost of the Collar notes would 
ke heavy, and would have to be borne by the 
Government.

Dr. ‘Tomidan stated 
thal Chinese traops hired by Russia are statian- 
ed along the railway in) Manchuria and the 
Hussiau gendarmes control them. Although 
thesa hired men are called trac ps, in reality they 
are nothing but coolies. The Russiaus place ax 
many obstacles as they can iu the way of 
Japanese desirong of proceeding: to Manech aria. 
Sometimes they are detained by forea hy the 
Russians, ‘Phs Rassians me afraid o: the 
Japanese. On the 2nd October Dr. ‘Tomidan 
wanted (o proceed to Shanhaikwau from New- 
chwang’: but he could only pet a ticket ta 
Kinchow, the explanati n given hing that the 


line telween the latter place and Shankaikwan 


had heen transferr.d fo China on that day. Dr. 
Tomidzu therenpan took {rain to Kiuchaw ; 
oaly to fied that the Chinese train tad not. yet. 
arrived thera, A Russian captain who mistook 
Dr. Tomidzu for a ap nese military officer 
iavifed him to come to the Russian barracks {o 
tiffin. Strange to say the Russians welcome 
and well treat the Japanese military cfficers, 
afhough they fear {he visit of ordinary Japan.
